Applicant's main argument is that Shtivelman does not disclose the speed 
number processed by the SCP. That, Shtivelman only discloses the speed dial number 
processed by a network cloud 1000 and does not disclose which element in the cloud 
actually processes the speed dial number. It is clear from Col. 6, lines 20 - 28, that 
there is an SCP in the network cloud and since this is an AIN network it is inherent that 
the SCP will be involved in the processing of the call. 
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
